“The failure to live up to potential was the supreme tragedy to (Vince) Lombardi. Like the New 
Theologians, he preached the importance of the body. And he saw the Good News that God loves 
men no matter what they do as making the short passage through time and life crucial. Death, 
writes Leslie Dewart, is the termination of the possibilities open to human nature and life. For 
Lombardi, those possibilities had to be tried and improved and worked on every waking minute. 
Let death and heaven and hell take care of themselves. 

So Lombardi was a disciplinarian, but not for discipline as discipline. Sonny Jurgensen, for 
instance, said Lombardi was the first coach who didn’t mention his weight. He merely told him 
that he expected Jurgensen to be ready to play his best. To give one hundred per cent, to love one 
hundred per cent, Lombardi found, was impossible without a discipline that was more than disci- 
pline. It was a belief. That sort of belief which is commitment without reservation. It was a com- 
mitment without reservation that Lombardi demanded and got both from himself and from his 


players.”

shoots. They are pointing toward a three - 


day shoot, for the unlimited, heavy var- 
mint and light varmint classes. What sets 
this one sort of apart from most matches 
is that they propose to hold the match on 
the rifle range of the Seymour Country 
Club ... which grounds include a pool, 
tennis court, golf course, bar, ball room, 
and bass lake. The preliminary plans call 
for bringing back many of the traditions of 
the old Speer shoots, which were discon- 
tinued many years ago . . . the cookouts, 
barbeques, fish frys ... and parties in 
general. Plus the ability to shoot knowing 
your family were soaking in the same pool 
that you were going to fall into at day’s 
end. Seymour, by the way, is 50 miles 
west of Wichita Falls, Texas. It remains to 
be seen if they will be able to put it all to- 
gether, but Scott Hunter tells me that they 
are working like crazy to accomplish it for 
1988. 

At the NBRSA Nationals, Allan Hall was 
wandering around with the aptly named 
“Big Bertha”, the testing rifle for his new 
magnum action. The barrel was well over 
thirty inches, with a home-made muzzle 
brake. The action was conventionally 
bedded, not a glue-in, and with a substan- 
tial recoil lug well bedded in the fiberglass 
stock. The barrrel was not only long .. . it 
also had a hefty diameter to it. It was 
chambered for the .378 Weatherby 
necked down to .30 caliber, and was a for- 
midable piece of ordnance, to put it mildly. 
Mr. Hall, with a sense of the dramatic, 
planned to shoot a watermelon with it at 
the 100 yard targets during the evening 
practice session. The only thing missing 
was someone to fire the rifle. Some 
friends(?) mentioned the editor’s name,

commercial products. Not a bad line, de- 
livered impromptu, but it’s amazing what 
you can come up with when you believe 
your life to be in danger. Allan Hall contin- 
ued his search for the one to be thrown to 
the wolves ...|mean...he whose name 
was to be emblazoned in the Pantheon of 
Heroes.

tocol in such circumstances? What were 
his last words? 

Eventually | found that they were talk- 
ing about the watermelon, and not Mr. 
Messer ... who | learn is alive and well. 
Other than the fact that he can’t hear a 
darned thing.

Speaking of magnum actions, Firearms 
Development Corporation, a PS advertis- 
er, now has a 1,000 yard action in produc- 
tion, and several of them have been 
shipped to the Williamsport gang. It is 10 
inches long, 1.700” diameter, 1.5” barrel 
tenon length, and barrel threads of 1-3/16 
x 16 T.P.I. The action carries the two 45° 
locking lugs that are characteristic of the 
Firearms Development line, and the ac- 
tion weighs 71 ounces. Charles Poff, of 
Firearms Development, tells me that they 
are now shipping their new sporter re- 
peater actions, available in three diame- 
ters, and two lengths, and using a Mauser 
type controlled feed. 

Clay Spencer, well regarded gunsmith 
of Charlottsville, Virginia has just relocat- 
ed to Pennsylvania, and has taken over 
the running of the gunsmithing at R.W. 
Hart & Son. An extremely positive step for 
that shop, and one that is quite likely to 
bring back much of the acclaim of an earli- 
er era for them. R.W. Hart & Son has 
made a great choice, and | know enough 
of what they are planning, now that they 


have Clay Spencer on board, to say that, 
within a year, there will be darn interesting 
things coming out of Nescopeck, Pa. 
along with some top-shooting rifles. 
Yours truly made it to Charlotte for the 
NBRSA Nationals, albeit just for the three 
varmint classes. Apparently sometime 
before my arrival in Charlotte, |... un- 
knowingly . . . did something to offend the 
gods of Mechanical Things. Heaven only 
knows what; | confess my ignorance. 
About my third group in the sporter 
class, | fired my customary two sighter 
shots, and went up to my record target. 
Got a shot off in good fashion, reloaded, 
peered back through my scope. Interest- 
ing. The dot, previously in the center of 
the crosshairs (where | think it is sup- 
posed to be) has now moved out about a 
quarter of the way on the left portion of 
the horizontal wire. Interesting. | went 
back to the sighter target. Should | aim 
using the center of the crosshairs, or the 
dot? It seemed to be an inappropriate 
time to poll the opinions of the firing line. | 
considered a question-and-answer arti- 
cle on the subject, but | felt it unlikely that | 
could get well-thought-out answers with- 
in the seven minute time frame. | started 
firing on the sighter target. The dot would 
go out further yet on the horizontal 
crosshair ... then it would start coming 
back. Then it would go out again. The gun 
barrel was getting quite hot, the gun 
wasn’t grouping for beans, and the 
rangemaster was saying something 
about “two minutes”. | went up to my re- 
cord target, fired a lousy group, and after- 
wards took the scope off the gun, handed 
it to Clarence Hammonds, and asked him

THE PPC AS A CRITTER RIFLE 


If you’re an individual who takes his rifle 
shooting seriously . . . as alot of our read- 
ers do ... then you’re quite glad to see 
winter move out, and have spring bring 
you increasingly nicer days ... nicer for 
shooting, particularly. After waiting al- 
most a year to try out my .22 PPC on the 
Richardson ground squirrel population in 
north central Nevada, the opportunity fi- 
nally arrived in the first part of June. 

My good friend and shooting buddy 
Herb Jeffries had already been up there in 
the hunting grounds for a week or so. 
Some other shooters had run up for a day 
or two to shoot with Herb, and they told 
me that the Richardsons were not as 
plentiful as they had been last year, but 
even so, the hunting was at least “fair”. 
During the past winter Herb had convert- 
ed a 37 foot school bus into a motor 
home, and he now had pretty nice accom- 
modations for his varmint hunting excur- 
sions. 

After getting off work (I'm a pit boss at 
one of the casinos in Reno) at 3:00 a.m. | 
changed clothes in my pickup truck and 
headed for Herb’s camp some 200 miles 
east of Reno. With the new 65 mph speed 
limit in effect on I-80 | arrived just a bit 
after 6:00 a.m. We had a few cups of cof- 
fee and sat around talking for a while. 
“Pushing it” for a couple hundred miles of 
interstate can leave you a bit “psyched 
up”, and if the opportunity to wind downa 
bit does not call for any revision of previ- 
ous plans, then | like to take advantage of 
the chance. There were a couple of other

varmint shooters there at the time, from 
California, on a “Safari”, and we invited 
them to come along with us, if they so 
wished. We discussed the shortage of 
squirrels in the local area, and we ended 
up going about 50 miles northwest, to an 
area known as the Kings River Valley. Evi- 
dently the area that we had hunted last 
year had been heavily poisoned, or re- 
planted with a different crop that had no 
appeal to the squirrels. 

The two California shooters, Bruce and 
Dave, were shooting some exotic varmint 
rifles made up by Wes Ugalde of Fallon, 
Nevada. The cases they were shooting 
were all based on the .223 Remington... 
blown out, sharp shoulder, and set up in 
.22, .24, and .25 calibers. Wes is of course 
the father of the 7mm TCU that is so pop- 
ular with the handgun silhouette shoot- 
ers. | did not have a chance to see these 
guns try some good distance field shots; | 
was busy, Off on my own, trying to find a 
grouping of squirrels. What a contrast 
when compared to last year! Back then, 
once you found a colony, you could count 
on them popping up once a minute, or 
less. This year... ten to twenty minutes 
between shots. It certainly was not acase 
of our making that much of a dent in the 
ground squirrel population last year ... 
the area is just plain too big, and the 
ground squirrels too numerous and too 
established in the area. The local farmers 
couldn’t understand why we were puz- 
zled . . . they told us that the squirrel pop- 
ulation runs in cycles, and it is nature’s 
way of controlling those animal species 


that are prolific multipliers, such as the 
jack rabbit and the lemming. 

The only change that | made on my .22 
PPC over the winter months was to install 
a 6x18 Burris scope. | found myself taking 
most of my shots with a power setting 
around 14-16x, because the mirage was a 
real sight to see at times. My rifle per- 
formed pretty much as expected, but 
probably not much better than a standard 
.223, or my own .222 CLC wildcat. | did 
get lucky on a few 300 yards or longer 
shots, but really nothing to write home 
about. | reached a tentative conclusion 
that day (on tentative conclusions. . . | re- 
serve the right to change my mind at any 
time) ... that for this particular kind of 
shooting, at such targets as these ground 
squirrels, the average varmint shooter 
would be better off with a standard .223 
Remington. It has plenty of velocity, 
cases and ammo are easy to come by, 
and all you have to do is load and shoot 

. no case forming, neck turning, or 
waste of bullets in fire-forming. 

On the other hand, for myself, I’m not 
your average shooter, and neither is the 
average PS reader. | still love wildcats, 
and exotic case designs, and all the head- 
aches and problems that go along with 
them. I’ve found that I’m happiest when 
I’m wrestling with some minor (shooting) 
problem ... it helps keep my mind off 
some of the bigger, and dumber, prob- 
lems that can pop up in real life. Staying 
up for 36 hours straight, and getting up at 
6:00 a.m. was a bit of a chore, but all in all 
we had a great time for the two days that 
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we were in Oravada. 

About two weeks later | found myself 
with a three day weekend, and | couldn’t 
think of anything that | wanted to do more 
than hunt ground squirrels, so that’s what 
| did. Once again, off work at 3:00 a.m., ar- 
rive in Oravada around 6:45 a.m., and 
wind down with some coffee and shooting 
talk. Herb and | decided to scout around 
the local area the first day, and go over to 
Kings River the next day. We did find a 
small local squirrel town, and we set up 
our gear for a leisurely bit of shooting. | 
took my first shot, a 200 yard try, and 
slightly down-hill. Remember to hold low, 
Herb reminded me. Pow, a nice clean hit. 
Now, here comes a 150 yard shot... 
pow, a Clean miss. Now, one at an easy 
100 yards ... and another clean miss. 
Herb had been spotting for me, through 
binoculars, and he told me that my shot 
was six inches off to the left of the squir- 
rel. The only air moving was the very 
slightest of breezes, coming directly at 
us. Now, in a real blow, a good shot can 
miss one of these little critters at 300 
yards by a full six inches. But not at 100 
yards, in still air. And if | hit one at 200 
yards, how come now |’m off by six inches 
at 100 yards? What the devil was wrong 
here anyway? Needless to say, | was 
catching a lot of wise remarks. . .some of 
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them even cruel remarks ... from my 
“friend”. | finally said to heck with it, let’s 
go back to camp for some lunch. 

Herb has alittle impromptu range set up 
at his camp, with a place to hang a target 
on a fence post about a hundred yards 
away. (Editor: no moving backer?) He also 
has a portable bench there. | sat myself 
down, loaded ten rounds for the .22 PPC 
with my benchrest loading equipment, 
using the same loads and bullets that | 
had been loading for ayear. . .and which| 
knew to give good accuracy in this rifle. | 
gave the barrel a good cleaning .. . fired 
two fouling shots into the dirt . . .and took 
a seat at the bench. | fired two shots, and 
the second one went through the same 
hole as the first one. That was pretty nice 

. except for the small fact that their 
point of impact was 2” high, and 5” to the 
left. | corrected the windage adjustment, 
set the point of impact to be about an inch 
high, and fired three more shots that went 
into a half inch. After cleaning and reload- 
ing we went out to another area that eve- 
ning, and shot a few more squirrels with 
nary a problem. 

The next morning we got up bright and 
early and headed for Kings River Valley. 
We arrived at 9:00 a.m. or so, and shot 
quite a few squirrels at various ranges 
from 75 yards to 300 yards. | only had 


about 40 cases loaded up for the PPC, 
and | went through these in a relatively 
short time. | cleaned the barrel while it 
was still warm and set the gun aside to 
cool down. | dug out my .222 CLC and 
started shooting again, grabbing rounds 
at random from my 100 round MTM box. | 
found myself making easily shots that | 
had been missing with the PPC, and sud- 
denly found myself having a great time. 
Such elation was to be . . . unfortunately 
... short-lived. After four great shots. . .| 
found that | couldn’t open the bolt to ex- 
tract the fired case. (Editor: Geez, this is 
starting to sound like me at a typical 
match. When do we get to the part where 
the earthquake hits, and you and your 
bench slides into the San Andreas 
Fault?). Now what was wrong? | grabbed 
the leather hammer from my shooting kit, 
finally got the bolt open, and found the 
case welded to the front of the bolt. (Edi- 
tor: let’s approach this problem as Sher- 
lock Holmes would have done. The sci- 
ence of analysis and deduction. Now, I'll 
ask the questions. Did you see any guys 
with welding rigs . . . out where you were 
shooting these ground squirrels? How 
about arc welders? Were there any 
ground squirrels wearing welding 
masks?). We had to beat the case from

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the bolt face, and when! saw the case... 
all blackened. . .noprimer. . .andlacking 
a headstamp ... which previously had 
read “LC78” ... | almost came unglued. 
(Editor: Get ahold of yourself, Cundiff. Ac- 
curacy gunsmiths do not become un- 
glued. Ever. They may run around in cir- 
cles ... Cursing, screaming, crying, and 
calling curses down on the heads of those 
involved in their troubles . . . but they al-

ways stay glued together). Now what the 
heck was the matter? (Editor: how do | 
know? You're the gunsmith around here; 
not me). | have regularly used military 
brass in the past for the .222 CLC, withno 
problems such as this, and | had found it 
to have just about the same capacity as 
Remington brass, which | had used for a 
good portion of my 100 loaded rounds. 
The sun was warm, but not hot, and the 
overall air temperature was not really hot. 
For the heck of it | chambered another 
round of the GI brass reloads, and every- 
thing went normal in the extraction of the 
fired round. Okay, the problem’s gone. |

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fired another one . .. and had to use the 
hammer to open the bolt. After this | shot 
only the Remington based cases, and 
never had another problem, although the 
load was exactly the same. | can only 
speculate on two possibilities ... al- 
though the powder capacity was the 
same, the GI brass was somewhat thicker 
... and/or | had a lot of H322 powder that 
was a little faster burning than my usual. 
By the way ... | am somewhat accus- 
tomed to hearing criticism of the Reming- 
ton extractor ... but it never faltered on 
me, even with cases welded to the bolt 
face this day. 

As the day progressed, so did the tem- 
perature, and the squirrels decided to 
take a break for siesta time. We decided 
to take a lunch break, and move to a dif- 
ferent location, a few miles to the west for 
our afternoon shooting. | reloaded my 
cases for the PPC, cleaned the CLC, and 
put it aside to cool off. When we arrived at 
the new squirrel town (Editor: wasn’t that 
the name of the town in Blazing Saddles? 
New Squirrel Town? No?) it was still pret- 
ty warm, so | started scouting around 
generally, looking for ground squirrel 
towns, while Herb took a little nap (Editor: 
I'm starting to like Herb. If you had told me 
that he went off and found an air condi- 
tioned cocktail lounge ... I'd really take 
my hat off to the guy). | found a few scat- 
tered squirrels, and took some shots, 
both near and far, but the shots were 
completely unpredictable . . . I'd miss one 
at 100 yards, and pop the next one at 
three football fields range (300 yards to 
you). We shot over a hundred ground 
squirrels that afternoon, but | missed too 
many shots that | could not explain. 

When we got back to Herb’s camp that 
evening, it was still light enough to do a bit 
of shooting, so | cleaned the barrel, load- 
ed up some rounds, and went out to our 
fence post “target frame”. The group was 
off the point of aim sufficiently to miss a 
four inch ground squirrel at 200 yards, 
and the grouping of the five shots was 
nothing to call mother about. | tried pow- 
der changes, seating depth changes, all 
sorts of changes ... nothing improved 
the problem. Finally, after darkness ar- 
rived, | cleaned the rifle, and retired for the 
evening ... hoping for a miracle in the 
morning. 

The next morning we headed for an 
area where we had found great shooting 
the previous year ... the kind of place 
where you could burn out a barrel in an af- 
ternoon if you were not careful. To our 
surprise we found that our huge field was 
planted with potatoes this year, and any 
squirrels left in the area were around the

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perimeter of the field, and far from numer- 
ous. | started off my day with two startling 
misses, at ranges somewhere in the 200 
yard vicinity . . . misses that could not be 
explained. As the day went on we found 
relatively sparse shooting opportunities 
... and a completely puzzling record on 
my shots. Easy shots at close range were 
acomplete toss up. . . some made, some 
missed. Medium distance and long shots 
were exactly the same ... some made, 
some missed ... nothing predictable. | 
drove back to Carson City on I-80. | was 
morosely thinking about the feature arti- 
cle in the June issue of PS ... trouble- 
shooting a gun that had stopped shoot- 
ing. Heaven only knew how long it would 
take to find the problem. 

While we were looking for a ground 
squirrel to pop up in our hunt, and | was 
bemoaning my puzzling misses, Herb 
was asking questions, trying to put a fin- 
ger on the problem. Herb has done it all in 
his younger days ... a gunsmith, high 
power shooter, trap shooter, champion 
live pigeon shooter. He had gotten into 
just about every phase of shooting, rang- 
ing from cast bullet shooting to really get- 

_ ting wrapped up in internal and external 
ballistics. Herb was asking ... did you 
check the guard screws ... is the barrel 
touching the barrel channel ... has the 
barrel fouled . . . how is the seating depth 
on your bullet ... is the powder charge 
that you are throwing what you think it is 
. .. how about the scope mount screws? | 
had just mounted a brand new Leupold 
6.5x20 scope before | left for this hunt. 
The only changes that | had made were in 
the scope and in the powder. 

When | finally got back to Carson City, 


after a long ride spent talking to myself, | 
went right to my shop, and started the 
post-mortem. | sure wasn’t going to get 
any sleep while | was stewing over this 
problem. | gave the barrel a good scrub- 
bing with 7.62 solvent and Gold Medal- 
lion, and had a good, clean, un-fouled bar- 
rel. The guard screws were okay, and the 
barrel-barrel channel clearance was 
okay. The scope mount was okay . . . the 
scope ring screws were tight. On to the 
windage screws in the Leupold one piece 
base. That’s nice. . . they are almost a full 
turn loose. Thinking back. . . between the 
first and the second hunt, a few weeks 
apart ... 1 had acquired the new scope, 
the 6.5x20 Leupold with target adjust- 
ments. It is probably the ultimate live- 
varmint scope for one who is accustomed 
to benchrest optics, by the way. When | 
mounted the scope | removed the top half 
of the rings ... and then | loosened the 
windage screws so as not to bind the 
rings on the scope tube. Then, through 
stupidity . . . or senility . .. or combination 
of the two ... | overlooked the 
re-tightening of these screws at the con- 
clusion of the scope mounting. No wonder 
the guns shooting had been completely 
impossible to predict over the weekend. 
The only other change that | had made 
was to try the Gl-surplus H322 powder for 
the first time. From what | can see, it shot 
one inch higher at 100 yards, and perfect- 
ly the same from a horizontal viewpoint 
... with no other impact point differenc- 
es. 

| had been using H-335 powder in my 
.22PPC with good results. However one 
evening | was out at our local range, and 
the sun was behind the mountains, but 
with still enough light out to shoot in. Even 
at 29 grains for aload, the ball of flame out 
the gun muzzle, and the rather imposing 
report was enough to bug the eyes of the 
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other two guys on the range at the same 
time. In fact they seemed pretty darn 
frightened, now that I think about it. That 
was the occasion for me going looking for 
another powder, and trying the surplus 
H322, which shoots just fine as far as I’m 
concerned. 

| had some two thousand Berger 52 
grain .22 caliber bullets on order from 
Walt, and they naturally arrived on the 
day after my return from Oravada. | load- 
ed up ten rounds with 26.0 grains of sur- 
plus H322 and the Berger bullets, and 
drove over to my testing range. After two 
fouling shots | fired a five shot group in 
about thirty seconds. | subsequently 
measured the group at a .206 figure. Not 
bad for a seven and a half pound rifle with 
a 24 ounce trigger and a Douglas bar- 
rel! 

The 40 cases that | have been using in 
my .22PPC critter rifle were purchased 
back in 1980 from Fowler’s in Midland, 
Texas. Some 20 of those cases were 
originally made up for my Atkinson bar- 
reled, Davidson sleeved XP-100 heavy 
varmint rifle. These cases went through 
at least ten full 100-200 yard matches in 
the Southwest Region, along with sight- 
ers and practice sessions. They have 
been loaded at least 200 times each. The 
other 20 cases were assigned to my crit- 
ter rifle when | built it, and they have been 
reloaded at least 100 times each. | feel 
that it is the very best brass that | have 
ever worked with, bar none. 

And I’m going back to Oravada, after 
those ground squirrels again. It’s 200 
miles from my shop to Oravada. There 
should be a good gunsmith somewhere in 
that 200 mile stretch ... that | can have 
tighten up the screws in my scope bases. 
Obviously the task is beyond my abilities

(Editor’s introduction: Back in 1982, 
when we were trying to get together fifty 
articles about the subject of extreme rifle 
accuracy, | approached Manley Oakley, 
of Seattle, Washington. Manley was, and 
remains today, a_ skilled and 
well-regarded accuracy gunsmith. 
Manley was, and remains today, a guy 
that itis almost impossible to get anything 
in writing out of. None the less, | had been 
hearing for some time about a wondrous 
machine that Manley had put together. . . 
to check the uniformity of twist in barrels 
in general, and button rifled barrels in par- 
ticular. The existence of this machine was 
known to several of benchrest’s “inner 
circle”, and gossip of the day had it that 
some downright startling things were 
being found when testing barrels. One 
barrel maker of the day was widely quot- 
ed as saying the machine was so much 
(censored), and furthermore Manley Oak- 
ley was a (censored). So, when | ap- 
proached Manley Oakley about the ma- 
chine, | turned up my powers of Irish 
eloquence to “ten” on the dial. To my 
great surprise, back came not only aletter 
. .. but a photo of the gizmo. My entire ca- 
reer has been downhill ever since). 


Dear David, 

You have written to me on the subject 
of rifle barrel twist deviation. | could never 
figure out why two seemingly identical 
rifle barrels (same maker, load, case, 
primer, etc.), when shot in Sam Wilson's 
shooting tunnel, could shoot aggregates 
so far apart. | figured that maybe | was 
grabbing at straws, but felt that it could 
possibly be rifling twist deviation. 

On our return trip home from the 1972 
NBRSA Nationals, Allen Bench and | dis- 
cussed the subject at some length, and he 
also thought that the subject might be 
worth pursuing. | never received much en- 
couragement from the few that | talked to 
that should have been able to shed some 
light on the subject until one day when | 
aired my thoughts to a gentleman that 
had worked for a leading production bar- 
rel maker. We discussed it at length, and

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he shed some light on the subject of the 
button process, and the problems en- 
countered in developing the process. 

! decided to make an attempt to con- 
struct a device that would either confirm 
or deny my suspicions. Retirement was in 
my current plans, and this seemed like a 
good time to start. | had a slight heart at- 
tack at the 1973 Nationals, and a subse- 
quent heart operation in January of 1974. 
Another delay, but | finally was able to get 
started that next winter. | completed my 
prototype, and it promptly confirmed my 
suspicion that rifle twist deviation does 
exist in button rifled barrels. The present 
and final design was finished the following 
year, and was designed to measure the 
deviation, and where along the rifling it 
was. | have always done my own gun- 
smithing, and have saved all my worn out 
barrels that had set world records, as well 
as a few barrels that would not shoot well 
enough to enter a match with. | checked 
the worn out barrels that were known to 
have been accurate; | also checked the 
barrels that were known to have been to- 
tally lacking in accuracy. | confirmed to my 
satisfaction my theory on rifle twist devia- 
tion in relation to accuracy. The “known 
shooter” barrels had quite markedly dif- 
ferent readings, as a group, when com- 
pared to the “known poor” barrels, as a 
group. 

| am sure that there are many factors 
that contribute to the poor performance 
of a rifle barrel in benchrest competition, 
and no one person can have all the an- 
swers, or live long enough to prove but a 
few. 

Enclosed is a picture of the device 
mounted in a milling vise.

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LETTER TO THE EDITOR 


Dear Dave 
For a long time I’ve been meaning to 
write to you just to express my apprecia- 
tion for the job that you’ve been doing as 
editor. We’ve watched PS grow steadily, 
both in quantity and quality of material. 
It’s the only magazine that | read from 
Cu -er to cover. 
| know that it’s a struggle to persuade 
our group of shooters to crank out good 
info (Editor: that’s a masterpiece of un- 
derstatement, sir). | also realize the diffi- 
culty of coming up with ideas for articles 
month to month, when it seems as if every 
aspect of benchrest shooting has been 
covered. (Editor: again an understate- 
ment. We are now at 52 pages per month, 
and aiming for 60 pages a month, a bit 
down the road. Occasionally | will get a 
stinging letter in the day’s mail, berating 
me for my inclusion of non-benchrest arti- 
‘cles. | can’t publish what | do not receive, 
and | don’t think six or eight blank pages a 
month are the answer either. Many top 
level benchrest people . . . be they shoot- 
ers, gunsmiths, or personalities ... are 
completely uncommunicative, and will not 
respond to my inquiries or my requests. 
Since that is so, we have to adapt to the 
world around us. You will see an increas- 
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ing number of articles on other fields of 
rifle accuracy besides benchrest shoot- 
ing. For those who deplore this develop- 
ment ... fine, send me some benchrest 
topic letters, articles, or tapes. If you do 
not wish to do this . . . kindly dry up). 

| have some questions that | hope you 
will consider as items to send out to the 
boys for answers. (Editor: my last letter to 
“the boys” got me seven responses out of 
thirty letters. Why don’t | tackle your 
questions by myself this time, and make it 
easy). 

Question #1) If a benchrest shooter 
goes to the range on a good afternoon 
and catches great shooting conditions. . . 
maybe just the slightest of steady breez- 
es, negligible mirage . . . how well should 
his light varmint or heavy varmint rifle 
shoot? I’m talking about the accuracy of 
the rifle under relaxed, non-competitive 
conditions, and five shot groups at 100 
yards, in average group size. 

Editor: | guess that | have to answer 
your question by starting off with a ques- 
tion of my own. Namely . . . whois testing 
this rifle we are talking about? Is it a first 
year shooter, with a lot still to learn about 
extreme rifle accuracy? If so, then | feel 
that five 5 shot groups that aggregate 


.2500 indicate a really good rifle in the 
heavy varmint class. | base this upon two 
relevant factors. First, that same gun in 
the hands of atop shot. . .a Lowell Frei or 
a Dick Maretzo . . . give them a couple of 
hours of peace and quiet to fiddle around 
... and you will probably see that .2500 
down to the .2000 area. That’s the differ- 
ence between the first year shooter and 
the top shots on the match circuit. 
Second, | would think that a good gun- 
smith... WHOIS A SKILLED DIAGNOS- 
TICIAN ... with a few hours to muddle 
around with the gun ... might likewise 
make a pretty good sized improvement on 
that .2500 figure. There have been times 
before major matches when the editor 
was in his usual doesn’t-know-if-he-is- 
afoot-or-on-horseback-condition. Usual- 
ly caused by no time to practice or experi- 
ment ... plus just having a natural 
inclination to be a complete mechanical 
idiot. | can recall at least three separate 
occasions ... when Kenny Jarrett, Clay 
Spencer, or Jim Greenawalt took a deep 
sort of a resigned breath, briefly looked 
heaven-ward for patience .. . and in less 
than a haif hour ... had whatever gun | 
was fussing over ... driving tacks out 
there on the targets hung for practice. Not 
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all gunsmiths are great diagnosticians. | 
can recall a very knowledgeable gentle- 
man, talking to me about the medical pro- 
fession in Hartford, and saying. . . “Hart- 
ford is full of skilled physicians and 
surgeons, who can correct just about any 
ailment. . . if they know what the problem 
is. What makes five percent of them stand 
out from the rest of them... is that they 
can solve the obvious first question . . . of 
determining just what the heck the prob- 
‘lem is. Once that matter is resolved ... 
the other ninety five percent of the medi- 
cal community will now do just fine”. The 
correct selection of a seating depth for 
the bullets, the chosen neck tension ... 
small matters such as this can easily 
make the difference between a .2000 agg 
and a .2500 agg. Finally, there are some 
shooters that can shoot a ten and a half 
pound rifle as well as they can shoota thir- 
teen and a half pound rifle. But I’m not one 
of them. The best 100 yard agg I’ve ever 
fired has been a .2020 with a heavy var- 
mint rifle, but | do not believe that I’ve ever 
gotten a light varmint rifle to agg under 
.2450. You must eventually decide for 
yourself if this is also true of your own 
shooting. It SEEMS to me that! am seeing 
a switch gradually taking place, away 
from the “one gun” shooter, except where 
it is dictated by finances. Most of today’s 
top level shooters are shooting a sepa- 
rate and distinct thirteen and a half pound 
rifle twice. Just about one of the hardest 
questions to resolve ... after you have 
done real well in the light varmint class. . . 
do | fire the same rifle in heavy varmint. . . 
or do | switch to my heavy varmint rifle? 
Since | personally seldom do well with the 
lighter rifle . . . I'm always glad when the 
time comes to take out Old Reliable ... 
my heavy varmint rifle. 


Question #2) Under the same ideal 
conditions, if the shooter chalks up a .200 
group at 100 yards, can he sort of look 
two groups to be about the same? If he 
cleans the barrel, can he expect to shoot 
perhaps five groups in the .200 class, oris 
he going to expect a .300 to crop up for no 
good reason? 

Editor: When a benchrest shooter re- 
lates that a particular barrel is “a .250 bar- 
rel”, he is not talking about single groups; 
he is talking about the barrel’s ability for 
an aggregate. The laws of mathematical 
probability enter in here. | do not pretend 
to fully understand the subject, but if you 
have “a .250 barrel” . . . fire a reasonable 
number of groups, and you will find your- 
self with some groups in the ones, some in 
the twos, and some in the threes. Fire a 
large number of groups and you will find 
yourself with a few “official screamer” 
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groups, and some bum groups in the 
fours and fives. There are a multitude of 
factors that are completely “up for grabs” 
every time that you have a new group to 
fire. Bullets vary, jackets vary, bullet 
ogive to barrel lands is not a constant. 
Your mental alertness at that exact point 
in time, your personal ability to handle the 
particular weather condition of the mo- 
ment, your selection of what condition to 
shoot in for this group, your barrel tem- 
perature. . .wecan list dozens of factors, 
dozens of variables that exist every time 
that you chamber a new round. Your task 
is to eliminate as many variables as possi- 


ble, but for virtually all of us, we are merely 
playing at a game that amuses us. If the 
Russians were ever to decide that 
benchrest was an important sport. ..and 
tackle it in organized fashion, as they 
have done with other sports, from weight- 
lifting to gymnastics .. . training camps, 
assigned research scientists, extensive 
equipment development and selection. . . 
selection also of gifted individual athletes 
(rather than just anybody off the street 
who merely decides that he wants to 
shoot in benchrest competition) . . . if you 
gave them a year ... they would be

agging “in the zeros” under good condi- 
tions. Keep in mind ... we’re just about 
exclusively a bunch of amateurs . . . play- 
ing. The more time you spend testing, the 
more money you spend looking for those 
few gilt-edge barrels ... the more you 
move up. But it is still a two sided street 
... a guy with all the money he needs... 
still has to spend the hours out on the 
practice range, shooting in all kinds of 
competition. And the guy with the time to 
practice ... still needs absolutely top 
equipment. Have those two advantages 
... add “desire” ... and the three ele- 
ments to succeed and set records... are 
now present. 


Question #3) If he goes back to the 
same range the next day, can he expect 
his rifle to shoot the same size groups he 
fired the day before? Or is he going to 
have to make an adjustment in powder 
charge? 

Editor: Yes ... and no. At this year’s 
Super Shoot, when yours truly was trying 
to sort out his (usual) myriad of equipment 
problems on the practice range the day 
before ... while | was frantically loading 
up something or other ... a well known 
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shooter came by, and sat down with a 
solid thump next to me. “Well, 

, how come you’re not out 
there at the benches, looking for the real 
meaning of life, the lost chord, or whatev- 
er?” “Dave, | went out there this morning 
and fired four groups ... all in the ones. 
When | came here | knew | was ready, my 
equipment was ready, and those four 
groups proved it. I’ve put away my equip- 
ment ... no changing anything ... I’m 
ready to make some noise around here to- 
morrow.” My friend wandered away, leav- 
ing me wishing | had such a situation. And 
for the next four days . . . my friend (not a 
northeastern shooter) couldn’t hit the 
ground with his hat. | mean, he was so bad 
... that | beat him. Why? | don’t know. 
Just about all of us have experienced the 
less-than-pleasant thrill of going from 
being a leading shooter on Saturday ... 
to bumsville on Sunday . . . with the same 
equipment, in essentially the same set of 
governing conditions. Heck, to carry it fur- 
ther... why is it that we often do well in 
one ten and a half pound class, and lousy 
in the other ... when shooting the same 
rifle, on the same day? When you have 
solved these questions, my son, the book 
you write, explaining the solution .. . will 
be a best seller in the world of accuracy. 
l'll buy at least five copies myself. Be- 
cause you shoot a great game of golf on 
Saturday . . . are you “programmed” for a 
similar accomplishment on Sunday? If a 
pitcher throws a no-hitter on Wednesday 
. .. Should we expect another from him on 
Sunday? How many NFL games have you 
seen Team A blow the other team right off 
the field this week . . . and the next week 
they could not beat Miss Porter’s School 
For Girls. Generalizations of this type are 
an invitation to a kick in the posterior. The 
more complex is the task ... repeating 
the perfect golf swing for 280 times over a 
four day tournament ... throwing 150 
perfect pitches during a pro baseball 
game ... whatever ... the greater the 
possibility of “off” days that transcend 
simple or logical explantion. If memory 
serves me correctly, the record of Mets 
pitcher Dwight Gooden was something 
like 17 wins and 5 losses last year. Yet, in 
the playoffs, Mr. Gooden could do nothing 
right. Why? 


Question #4) Under similar tempera- 
ture conditions, can he stick with the 
same load day after day? Does he have to 
juggle powder charges for seemingly no 
good reason at all? If so, why? 

Editor: The top level shooters do very 
little hopping around with their powder 
charges once they have a gun shooting 
properly. As you indicate, temperature 


conditions are an important element. 
Loads fired as routine in a winter league, 
at average 30° temperatures, may have 
to be reduced two full clicks on a Culver 
measure (or more) on a hot August day. | 
am of a mind to believe that there is some 
good reason to experiment up or down a 
click or two if things are not going right at 
amatch. . . but! think the sighter targetis 
a fine place for such experimenting. 


Question #5) Under the afore stated 
ideal conditions, can he look for his 
groups to be shaped the same way (i.e., if 
he shoots a vertically spread group, will 
the others print the same pattern? 

Editor: Horizontal spread in the group 
on target is a function of three major ele- 
ments . . . 1) degree of error that is inher- 
ent to the rifle/ammo combination being 
fired, 2) degree of shooter error that is in- 
herent to this particular shooter, and 3) 
obviously, wind or mirage displacement 
of the bullet. Vertical spread is subject to 
the same three, plus the reliability of the 
actual ignition process. Vertical stringing 
may indicate a need for more powder, a 
bad lot of primers, the need for a different 
primer, or something suddenly gone 
wrong with the firing pin fall. At the IBS 
200/300 yard championships in June, at 
the 300 yard stage, looking down the 
target line after one particular relay, just 
about every shooter had some pretty 
good amount of vertical dispersion. Obvi- 
ously “something out there” had come 
along... there had been perfectly normal 
vertical dispersion on previous groups. 
The shooters, a pretty experienced 
group, did not rush about wildly, changing 
everything but their socks. Lo and behold, 
when we completed our next targets, ver- 
tical dispersion had returned to normal. 
T.J. Jackson has told me that, in the 
Houston warehouse testing, if an experi- 
enced shooter used proper technique and 
follow through .. . group after group out 
of the same gun would look the same as 
the previous group. That’s in the Houston 
warehouse, however. You may have no- 
ticed ... not too many matches are 
scheduled for Houston warehouses this 
year. 


Now that I’ve got my answers out of my 
system, I’m going to type up your ques- 
tions, and send them out to about a dozen 
shooters who have been helpful in the 
past, and ask them to pick a few — their 
choice — to reply to. And we'll see what 
we get for replies.

A few months back, | put together some 
sort of a photographer’s Care Package 

. a goodly number of pictures taken

Martini Cadet action is a strong little thing 
... but strong... in relation to its (small) 
size. Since it is only one inch thick, thereis 
very little support at the barrel stub when 
it is chambered for the Wasp, or for that 
matter, when it is chambered for any case 
larger than the .375 body diameter of the 
.222 Remington. 

About thirteen years ago | had two of

these small Martinis chambered for the 
.219 Wasp, and came darn close to blow- 
ing one of them apart! 

A load of 28.0 grains of 3031 with a 52 
grain Nosler bullet would show no signs of 
excessive pressure in two different Win- 
chester highwalls that | owned, but that 
same load bulged both the barrel and the 
receiver on my Martini Cadet by .015”!! 
(Editor: let’s fall back and regroup here, if 
we may. I'll start off by quoting the “Speer 
Reloading Manual for Wildcat Cartridg- 
es”, and specifically the closing line of 
their chapter on the .219 Donaldson 
Wasp ... “A cartridge company techni- 
cian, who refuses to be quoted, has said 
that the classic Wasp load of 27.5 grains 
of No. 3031 with a 50 grain bullet gives 
pressures of about 60,000 pounds”. End 
of quote. | entirely agree that 27.5 grains 
of 3031 was the classic load in the 
benchrest world for those who shot the 
Wasp. However . . . everyone who shot it 
would tell you that it was a “knife’s edge” 
load ... a back-to-the-wall, last-ditch 
type of load. | mean... even today... | 
don’t think that the Eubers ... even the 
Eubers ... would increase that load. 
Maybe Gordy might ... but just a bit. 
Maybe. But here you are ... exceeding 
the load. . .in a baby Martini. I'd be willing 
to fire the load all right . . . in a Hall B ac- 
tion. . .and| remind you that the letter “B” 
stands for ... “big”. The same Speer 
manual says that 26.5 grains of 3031 
gave a velocity of 3384 f.p.s. with a 52 
grain bullet). 


Admittedly this load might be on the 
warm side (Editor: on reading those 
words ... Gordy Euber took off his hat, 
and held it over his breast with an air of 
reverence. | think that the entire Euber 
clan is now writing to you, respectfully 
asking for an autographed photo. All of 
our readers in Mexico, right about now, 
are saying “moucho malo hombre”, over 
and over again). | mean, a bit warm load, 
but surely not warm enough to move 
metal! (Editor: I’ve got a certain amount of 
folding money with me that says that load 
... ina baby Martini... on a hot, humid 
day, should be able to make Hiroshima 
look like a kid’s firecracker by way of com- 
parison). 

There is just not enough steel around a 
30-30 size case when it is used in a small 
Martini. (Editor: I've seen Dr. Maretzo 
make a few Martinis that | thought were 
unsafe also). 

By the way, the load that bulged the ac- 
tion ... we were chronographing at the 
time. .. we clocked at 3,645 on an Oehler 
#33. (Editor: do we have any idea what 
part of the rifle it was that went over the 
skyscreens?). There was .004 clearance 
in the neck, and the bullet was “jumping” 
into the lands. 

Well, as | said earlier in this letter, | built 
two Wasps on the Martini Cadet action. 
One of them was now so much scrap iron. 
| thereafter toned down my loading of my 
survivor to .222 Remington velocity lev- 
els. Of course once you've got that little 
dictate through your noggin . . . it doesn’t

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make all that much sense to have all that 
unused boiler room in your cartridge case. 
| would really like to take your .222 im- 
proved wildcat, the .222 Revenge, get a 
reamer set up for it to work with the .222 
rimmed case, and have a lot of fun with 
what might be an optimum combo for this 
particular setup. | suppose that it would 
be more logical to go with the standard 
deuce, but after many years of amusing 
myself with wildcats, that would be re- 
treating in the face of the enemy, it would 
seem. 

While I’m on the small Martini subject, 
let me get two cents worth in here on the 
subject of a cleaning rod guide for this ac- 
tion. | had one made to my general in- 
structions; it was a simple enough device, 
really. | am enclosing a sketch of the cre- 
ation. The split pin holding the guard/ 
block group should be replaced with a pull 
pin, or if you wish, thread the hole on the 
left; make a step-pin with threaded end — 
enlarge the hole in the right side, and also

the two pin holes in the guard. You can 
now pull or unscrew the pin, drop the 
guard with one hand by holding the trigger 
back while pulling the lever forward with 
the thumb. Hold the cleaning rod guide in 
place while you place the tube through the 
rear of the receiver (of course you have to 
have ahole in the rear of the receiver). You 
can, if you wish, have the front of the tube 
turned down, and fitted with an O-ring, 
like everybody seems to be doing these 
days. Tighten the set screw on top of the 
block, and everything is locked in place. 
This little recitation may sound time con- 
suming, but in real life it only takes about 
30 seconds to do. Once made, you have 
an effective cleaning rod guide that will 
save the rifling and throat inside your nice 
Martini Cadet varmint rifle. 

I’ve had a lot of involvement with Marti- 
ni Cadet based “critter rifles”. | can recall 
one of them, chambered for the .218 
Mashburn Bee, that | never could get 
enough 4198 powder into. One day | tried

N-200 powder, and suddenly the rifle 
started shooting like crazy. | had another 
Martini rifle that was a bit less than satis- 
factory at the start... a.17 Ackley Bee. 
When | finally got around to trying N-201 


powder . . . suddenly it became the most 
accurate .17 caliber rifle I’ve ever 
owned. 


These little Martini actions are treas- 
ures; they make up into beautiful, light lit- 
tle varmint rifles ... and if properly 
smithed and stocked. . . they area delight 
to the eye.

This would be a project 
that would not only generate interest but 
possibly afford some immediate results. | 
would then be able to send you the results 
of our work or raw data if you so desire. If 
nothing else, we can add to your statisti- 
cal base. 

| would like to inquire about the 
polyethelene sheet that you use to make 
wads from. Is there a specific maker or 
source for this item, is there a common 
source? ie; plastic coffee can covers, etc. 
| have used paper card wads at various 
times but was unable to determine any 
real improvement except in very special 
cases.

Dear George: 

Thanks for getting excited over my ex- 
perimenting. It is fun doing something dif- 
ferent. More fun when it works. 

I've settled on the same tumbling mix 
for both jacket and lead bullets, just vary- 
ing the time, less for the lead. 

The moly is Dow Corning Molykote Z 
powder and it comes in 10 oz. bottles, 
Cat. No. 88050-21. Dow Corning Corp., 
Midland, MI 48640. 

Steel shot can be 1/8” (.125) a little 
smaller or larger, is not too critical. Shot 
gun steel shot or BB steel shot should 
work great. Use about 4 or 5 Ibs. of shot. 

Corn cob grit is a regular tumbling 
media but “beware” getting any with 
mixed in polishing compound or abrasive. 
Plain grit is cheap, about $15.00 for a 50 
Ib. sack. You only use a few tablespoons 
full. Too much and it off sets the moly plat- 
ing. Second tumble operation, same 
amount of shot and grit, but a tablespoon 
or more of powdered Carnuba wax #1 
yellow. A chunk of the brittle wax is 
rubbed on a cheese grater to powder it. 
You can get the Carnuba wax #1 from: 
Frank B. Ross Co., Inc., P.O. Box 4085, 
Jersey City, NJ. 

Both 1st and 2nd tumble operation can 
be started without the corn grit, but as 
soon as the bullet surface appears rough, 
then it’s time to add a little grit for polish- 
ing. 

Enclosed is a source sheet for the poly 
sheet material. It’s cheap, try 1/32” as 
well as 1/16”. 

Don’t get sloppy with the punch, work 
as precise as possible, only 1 or 2 thou- 
sands over groove diameter.

Dear Dave 

| thought | would drop you a line on how 
| have been coming along with the .222 
Revenge wildcat of yours. Since! am a rel- 
ative newcomer to the world of 
benchrest, please take my opinions with 
the proverbial grain of salt; it is quite pos- 
sible that my opinions in some areas will 
not be shared by others more knowledge- 
able than |. (Editor: look, Torbjorn, if 
you’re going to be appearing in our pages 
from time to time, you’re going to have to 
get rid of this humility ... none of our 
other writers ... including the editor ... 
are the least bit humble. Humility has its 
place. . . but only if you want to be regard- 
ed as a Saint . . . not a great wildcatter. If 
you're going to move about freely with 
wildcatters, you must never let me find 
you being humble again. This may take a 
little practice ... but you must find the 
time for practicing your technique. Prac- 
tice phrases such as ... “When Harvey 
and | were developing the Wasp ...”, or 
“Yes, Ned and | had to overcome that 
same problem when we started working 
with the .257 ...”. Stuff like that). 

My gun is a heavy varmint class, with a 
22 inch Hart barrel, Hart “plain” action, 
with 2 ounce Hart trigger, McMillan glass 
stock, and Leupold 36x scope in Weaver 
bases and rings (which are 
epoxy-bedded). The gunsmith is Janne 
Stenroos, and the stock work was done 
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by myself. | thought | would try pillar bed- 
ding, and perhaps glue it in later. Howev- 
er, since the gun has shot well right from 
the start, | have seen no need, at least at 
this point in time, for a glue in. 

In previous correspondence from me, 
you will recall my enthusiasm for Lapua 
cases. It’s funny, however, that they do 
not seem to be the ticket for the .222 Re- 
venge. Maybe they are too soft, too thick, 
or whatever. In any event, after just a few 
firings in the Revenge chamber, they be- 
come downright “sticky”, and rather hard 
to extract. 

What makes all this strange is the fact 
that in a standard .222 chambering, 
Lapua brass is the best that I’ve found. | 
concede the usual problems with the .222 
. .. the brass flows forward, and the prim- 
er pockets doloosen up. . . but, boy, does 
that brass ever shoot! In the Revenge, the 
extraction becomes just too difficult to 
deal with. | have found Sako .222 brass to 
be the best choice for the Revenge. 

After selecting cases | prepare them 
this way: 

1. | lubricate them, inside and out, in the 
neck area. 

2. Two times through a Bonanza full 
length die. 

3. | uniform the primer pockets (with a 
Sinclair tool) and the flash holes (with a 
Stenroos tool). 

4. Since the chamber is set up for a .242 
neck, | turn the case necks to .0085, using 
a Hart tool. 

5. | trim the cases to 1.685” overall 
length, and chamfer inside and out. 

6. Now wipe off all case lubricant, in- 
cluding that inside the case neck. 

7. | fireform with 23.0 grains of IMR 
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4895, and Sako 50 grain bullets, the bul- 
lets being seated well out in the case 
neck. For each shot | take the bolt right 
out of the rifle, and! put the case extractor 
groove in place behind the extractor, to be 
sure that the case head is against the bolt 
face when fireforming. | use production 
bullets for this step, since Berger bullets 
are too good to waste on fireforming. 

| don’t profess to teach you anything 
about fireforming; but do you see any- 
thing that I’m missing? (Editor: no). 

When gunsmith Jan Stenroos did the 
gunsmithing for me, he made me up re- 
loading tools at the same time. They are 
Wilson-type straight-line seater, as well 
as anecksizer with bushing. | am current- 
ly using a .239 insert. 

| have not done all that much develop- 
ment work on finding the proper load for 
my .222 Revenge. Other than fireforming, 
| have put 180 of Mr. Berger’s finest 
through the rifling. All shots have been 
fired with the bullets just touching the 
lands. | tried RE7 powder; charges rang- 
ing from 21.5 to 24.5 grains, and my 
groups looked like shotgun patterns. 
Norma 201 was no better than fair. | tried 
IMR 4895 next, and, Eureka, we’ve found 
the one! I started with 25.0 grains of pow- 
der, and worked my way up to 26.5 
grains. No airspace; not a compressed 
load, just a full case. And, to use one of 
your phrases, it shoots like the hammers 
of hell! | have used the Revenge in just one 
small local benchrest match, but it served 
me well. My .164 agg for 100 meters was 
a comfortable distance ahead of the .258 
and .270 aggs of the second and third 
place finishers, both of whom _ shot 
6PPCs. (Editor: | have no idea why a guy 
who can shoot a .164 agg at 100 meters 
should be wasting his time writing to me 
asking for my advice. He should be busily 
writing a book). 

At the moment, | have mixed emotions, 
although | lean more toward the bright 
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side of things. My personal shooting abili- 
ty will probably not be able to take advan- 
tage of any minor improvements that | 
could accomplish by tinkering and experi- 
mentation from this point on. My records 
indicate that from the time that | first set- 
tled on 26.5 grains of IMR 4895 to the 
present, the biggest group fired is a .237, 
the smallest is an .093, and the average 
for every group fired with this load (both 
practice and in matches) is .153. It would 
appear that | have a tack-driver here. (Edi- 
tor: tack-driver you say? Don’t let the 
damn thing out of your sight. | strongly 
suggest that you sleep with it. Bring it 
everywhere you go, so that it doesn’t get 
stolen). At this point in time, my .222 Re- 
venge is definitely able to out-shoot my 
6PPC. 

After reading the discussion in the June 
issue, the gunsmith’s replies, | find myself 
wondering how long my amateur bedding 
job will hold up? (Editor: stop wondering. 
Just keep an eye on the rifle at all times. 
Bring it everywhere with you. It is, | admit, 
difficult to take a shower with a rifle, but 
you'll get used to it. Be sure to use scope 
covers, and a plug for the muzzle). 

When you can find the time, how about 
dropping me a line on the subject of the 
Revenge, and what you have been ac- 
complishing to date with it.

Editor: I'll start off by advising that .222 
Revenge full length sizing dies are now 
available from RCBS, P.O. Box 1538, 
Lewiston, Idaho 83501. | set this up origi- 
nally with Bill Keyes, the fellow in charge 
of their custom die department (phone 
number is 1-800-533-5000), and found 
Mr. Keyes a really nice guy to work with. 
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The task is now much easier, they can 
turn out a .222 Revenge die from stock 
now. 

The editor now has three .222 Revenge 
chambered rifles. The first two were 
gunsmithed and stocked by Jimmy 
Greenawait. One of them is a heavy var- 
mint rifle, set up on a _ Williams 
Benchmaster action, with the steel bolt 
(some of these had aluminum bolts), and 
flat bottom action. It is a right hand bolt, 
left hand port model. For a light varmint | 
chose a Ross Sherman Superior action. 
There are only 30 of these actions in exis- 
tence (originally 29 were made, and Ross 
subsequently finished up an additional 
one for himself). | have a fine example of 
the Sherman action in a heavy varmint 
rifle previously owned by the late Jerry Ar- 
nold, who set a few NBRSA records back 
in the 1965-1970 era. Jerry was a South 
Creek shooter. There is no way that | 
would break up that historic rifle, but | did 
have a second Sherman action in a rather 
beat up rifle that | had purchased one day 
“for the action only”. That became my 
light varmint .222 Revenge. 

The third rifle was a heavy varmint rifle 
built for me by Kenny Jarrett, and just fin- 
ished up by him. It is sort of an interesting 
rifle in a way. | had come up with a beat-up 
Hart #4 (unlimited class) action with a 
.222 bolt face. As actions go, the Hart #4 
is a big son of a gun. It has a diameter of 
1.725”, and the front sleeve extension 
carries the overall length out to the 
15.250” figure. | had Paul Kempfer cut off 
most of that front sleeve extension, bring- 
ing the action back to an eight inch overall 
length figure. Because of the 1.725” di- 
ameter it was still a big ’un. | then went 
looking for a gunsmith to make this into a 
heavy varmint .222 Revenge. The suspi- 
cion lurked that a gunsmith of any intelli- 
gence level at all would flee the request. 
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Obviously a bit of craftiness and guile 
were Called for. | enlisted the aid of a few 
friends. 

At amatch about a year or so ago, | ap- 
proached Kenny Jarrett, the old Swamp 
Fox, about the matter ... with the Hart 
#4 (shortened) in hand. While Kenny was 
morosely squinting at the action, looking 
about as enthusiastic as a guy who just 
found a fly in his soup, Brennan friend #1 
just happened to be passing by ... and 
stopped ... to listen to the still-young 
conversation. Shortly thereafter Brennan 
friends #2...#3...and #4 (didn’t know 
that | had four friends, did you?) ... just 
were walking by, going in different direc- 
tions. By strange coincidence . . . each of 
them stopped .. . to listen to the conver- 
sation. 

The Swamp Fox shook his head sadly, 
gave me a half dozen reasons why the 
idea just plain wasn’t practical ... and 
handed the action back to me. Unfortu- 
nately, Mr. Jarrett was more or less 
pinned into the group that had miracu- 
lously formed, and he was unable to (po- 
litely) leave just then. The action was 
passed back and forth among four Bren- 
nan friends, each briefly surveying the 
item, then passing it along to a fellow co- 
conspirator. 

Then the remarks started ... all the 
speakers were behaving as if Mr. Jarrett 
was not there ... or even born, for that 
matter. “Dave, why don’t you approach 
———— ? He’s a heck of 
a good gunsmith, and the chance to work 
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on something unusual like this would be 
right up his alley.” “Dave, try 

. He likes a challenge, some- 
thing that not every snot-nosed, still wet 
behind the ears kid-gunsmith does every 
day of the week”. “Dave, let’s go look up 
—— . You are going to 
want a real heavy for this task. It’s a great 
idea, and you want a man of vision here, a 
guy who can handle a one-of-a-kind job, 
not a builder of kit-guns”. 

Those kind of remarks continued for 
about five minutes. We stayed around, 
talking for another five or ten minutes, 
and the group broke up. | no longer had 
the action. None of my friends had the ac- 
tion. Kenny Jarrett had the action. As | re- 
call, he took it back about the time that 
one of my friends was making a soap-box 
speech about the desirability of having 
“one of the top benchrest gunsmiths in 
the country work on this job”. When the 
speeches were continuing, about how 
this was the kind of job that Harry Pope 
would have gloried in, | was looking at the 
action nervously, out of the corner of my 
eye. Kenny was gripping the darn thing so 
tightly that | was afraid that he might... 
well, dent it. For some reason he seemed 
to think that someone might be asking for 
the action back. It appeared that Kenny 
felt that some of the eloquent phrases 
floating around there. . . “finest gunsmith 


inthe world”. ..“amanofvision”...“has 
to like a challenge” . . . “cut from no com- 
mon bolt of cloth” . . . well, he seemed to 


feel that he came as close to these de- 
scriptions as anyone whose name came 
to mind. 

When we broke up, Kenny went one 
way, Clutching the Hart action with a 
death-grip ... | and my four friends ... 
who had just happened by ... retired to 
my loading area (it was the end of the day, 
the match was over)... and drank a rea- 
sonable amount of good, cold beer ... 
from the Brennan cooler. | certainly did 
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not begrudge the departed beer ... it’s 
hard work lining up a conspirata (that’s 
what they call such goings on in the spy 
novels. If the KGB, or the CIA, or the 
Moussad .. . had witnessed the little act 
. .. they would have taken their hats off in 
respect to a virtuoso performance. 

Several moons later ... indeed many 
moons later ... the rifle arrived from 
Kenny Jarrett; a heavy varmint .222 Re- 
venge. | have not had achance to fire it yet 
(it just arrived about ten days ago) but | 
thought that some of his accompanying 
letter might be of interest to you. 


Dear Dave, 

Well, we each will probably learn at 
least one thing from this exercise ... an 
old action such as this one (serial # was in 
the 100 range) brought up to proper stan- 
dards of the day are just as expensive asa 
new custom action. (Editor: the action 
had obviously seen some rough usage in 
its past. Kenny had to sendit back toR.W. 
Hart & Son for a complete new bolt- 
handle. The itemized bill included: draw 
file, polish and blue action . . . install ring 
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in bolt nose, face bolt, and install Sako ex- 
tractor ... all in addition to the new bolt- 
handle). 

I’m not sure that the scope you fur- 
nished is a hundred per cent right; | was 
unable to get a group “in the ones” out of 
this rifle until | put one of my own scopes 
on it. (Editor: we’ll never know, since the 
delivery company somehow managed to 
break the scope on its return journey to 
me, despite being packed in a well cush- 
ioned gun case). 

After so much work with the 6 millime- 
ter PPCs, it was kind of funny to be work- 
ing with a deuce again. The Sako brass 
was a bit of a chore, but I’ve got it right. 
You will find that neck tension is extreme- 
ly critical on this cartridge. The cases are 
a perfect fit. They have been fired eight or 
ten times, and still do not have to be 
resized. 

To fire-form brass, use 37.5 clicks on 
the Culver powder measure, 52 grain 
Berger bullets, and an .050 shim under 
the stem of the Wilson seater. Set the Wil- 
son top at 1.598 for Berger 52 grain bul- 
lets, and at 1.610 for Watson 52 grain bul- 
lets. 

The two most accurate loads that | 
tested, both with 52 grain bullets, were 
41.5 clicks of 4198, and 41.5 clicks of 
H335. | feel strongly that | probably 
goofed, and tried H322 in the rifle; | leave 
that experimentation to you. 

The rifle looks as if it will be competitive, 
from my testing of it. It’s areal pleasure to 
shoot; no recoil at all. 

For the record, my current delivery time 
is 10-12 weeks. Some of your off-the-wall 
ideas may take a little longer however.

Dear Dave, 

This epistle is anent Geza Nagy’s alar- 
um in the June issue of PS regarding the 
sorry plight of American .22 rimfire match 
ammo. In short, there ain’t any. We used 
to make the world’s best, but no longer. 

| am aware that benchrest shooting in 
other countries is really just “getting off 
the ground”, but still it is quite obvious, 
from reading the equipment lists of both 
national and international major matches, 
that U.S. benchrest equipment is the best 
in the world at the present point in time. 

In sad contrast, last Sunday (June 28th) 
when | visited the U.S. Olympic .22 Rim- 
fire Rifle and Air Rifle tryouts at the 1984 
Olympic Range at Prado, California | was 
shocked by the lack of American equip- 
ment. German rifles predominated, 
Anshutz almost exclusively, a few 
Walthers, and (count ’em) six Winchester 
Model 52s; no Remingtons, and nothing 
else American except one experimental 
Crossman air rifle ... a most interesting 
hi-tech CO, match rifle which may be 
ready for next summer’s games. Red Ely 
ammo (British) was by far the most domi- 
nant ammo, followed by R50 (German 
RWS). | saw no US ammo in use. On the 
air rifle range the only pellets that | saw in 
use were German RWS. | felt like a cow- 
boy who had just heard a discouragin’ 
word. When | shot in the 72 Olympic try- 
outs about half the shooters used US 
guns and ammo. Most of the great Ameri- 
can Olympic champions, world champi- 
ons and near champions were there. 
Lones Wigger, D.!. Boyd, John Foster, Bill 
Krilling, Lanny Bassham, Dave Kimes, 
and the great MTU coach, Col. Bill 
Pullam. | did not see Gary Anderson, John 
Writer, or Margaret Murdoch, although 
they may have been there. 

After talking to several of these great 
ones, it was clear to me that the Russians 
have a substantial advantage on us in re- 
gard to .22 rimfire match ammo. They 
make their own, and tailor it to suit their ri- 
fles, which are also of their own manufac- 


ture. Thus they do not have to rely on for- 
eign arms and ammo as we do. 

Unfortunately for US Olympic shooters 
there is no American rimfire ammo of 
world competition capability, and no 
American company interested in produc- 
ing it at an inevitable loss of money. The 
market is simply too small for them to 
bother with. [Editor: the benchrest equip- 
ment world is likewise too small for them 
to bother with. That is the basic reason 
that we have seen the rise of a “cottage 
industry” . .. one and two man shops that 
turn out super accurate actions, barrels, 
triggers, stocks and bullets. It is only 
where we still have to depend on the large 
factories (primers and scopes are two ex- 
amples which come quickly to mind) that 
we have less than darn dependable prod- 
ucts. Our world already turns out top- 
level rimfire barrels. I’m sure that if the call 
for the product existed, a few of our action 
makers could be persuaded to turn their 
attentions to rimfire actions. Stocks 
would be a bigger challenge for our “cot- 
tage industry”, but still solvable. The 
problem that would be beyond us would 
of course be the rimfire match ammo]. 
Most American gun owners have never 
seen a .22 ISU free-rifle except in photos. 
The only way that the ammo companies 
can make big money is by rolling out tons 
of high speed junk (3-4 minutes of angle) 
for cheap semiautos built for the discount 
houses, so that the hoi polloi can shoot 
holes in our highway, no trespassing, no 
hunting, and no shooting signs. In Los An- 
geles the weekly drive-by shootings by 
rival gang hoodiums assist the long suf- 
fering police in limiting the herd popula- 
tion of young criminals. [Editor: I’ve never 
looked at it that way before. Now that you 
point out the benefits to society from such 
goings on ... | feel much better about 
things]. 

Carl Guenther, one of my favorite 
shooting buddies, (gold and bronze med- 
alist at the "74 Pan-American Games in 
Mexico City) and | sat in on the last of the

committee meetings on the .22 rimfire 
problem. To me the high spot of the day 
was to meet Dr. Palmisano, who in my 
opinion is one of the top ballisticians that | 
have ever met. Going back to about 1937 | 
had the good luck, over the years, to meet 
such great ballistic experts as Capt. Ned 
Crossman, Col. Whelan, Capt. Grove 
Wotkyns (.220 Swift), P.O. Ackley, Karl 
Kenyon, Gale and Pat McMillan, and 
George Fullmer; thus my standards in this 
field are quite high ... | have excellent 
persons to compare new acquaintances 
to. | am profoundly impressed by Dr. 
Palmisano. He came to the meeting beau- 
tifully prepared. His impressive array of 
dies, diagrams, drawings of the various 
bullet shapes, and of alternate rifling sys- 
tems gave convincing evidence of his 
great knowledge and careful preparation. 
If there is anyone who can bring about the 
top-notch ammo that we need to beat the 
Russians, | believe Palmisano is the 
man. 

Dave, you’ve got to nag Dr. Palmisano 
to write a book on the vagaries and orneri- 
ness of the (bleep) .22 rimfire cartridge. 
With his knowledge and experience, the 
tome would be a true classic. [Editor: that 
now makes a total of fourteen things that | 
have to nag Dr. Palmisano over].

P.S. It will be some time before the com- 
plete scores are published, but | was able 
to get a few.

How about those Wiggers? 
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A few issues back, in an editorial, the 
readers were asked if anyone had done 
any chronographing or serious accuracy 
research with the Remington 7BR car- 
tridge. We heard from nobody ... it ap- 
pears as if the first, halting steps away 
from the .224 and 6mm bore sizes are 
being done with the .30 caliber, and light 
bullets, by the relatively few experiment- 
ers in the benchrest game today. The 
7mm (.284) size is being overlooked at the 
moment, although someone as knowl- 
edgeable as Ferris Pindell has told me in 
times past that he had a suspicion that the 
7mm just might turn out to be easier to get 
really shooting in benchrest classes than 
the .308 bore size. 

Meanwhile, in the August issue of Gun 
World magazine, Dean Grennell (the edi- 
tor of that publication) had an article deal- 
ing with the 7BR, and what he had been 
able to accomplish in his experiments 
with that round. After a nominal amount 
of pleading, we were able to secure Dean 
Grennell’s authorization to quote statis- 
tics from the article, which we appreciate. 
Please keep in mind the fact that all the 
testing was done with a Remington XP- 
100 bolt action pistol, Herrett system 
stock, Timney trigger, and factory 15 inch 
barrel. A Bausch & Lomb 4X pistol scope 
was on top of the test rig. Thus we are not 
looking here at the optimum accuracy 
setup for the 7BR; still there is 
undoubtably much of assistance to any- 
one who wishes to start some serious ac-

curacy work with the 7BR in the Grennell 
article. Since Gun World was kind enough 
to allow us to quote from the article, one 
good turn deserves another ... we 
promptly sat down and fired a letter off to 
PS advertiser SG Bullets, asking Speedy 
Gonzalez to send some 7mm size 
benchrest quality bullets to Mr. Grennell. 
That step alone should be good for quite 
an improvement in group sizes. 

At some point midway through his arti- 
cle Dean made the observation that. ..“A 
looming problem you encounter with the 
7mm BR Remington is that the case is a 
bit too small.” He was unable, he felt, to 
get the full potential out of some slower 
burning globular powders such as Win- 
chester 760 or H380. Along about the end 
of the article .. . in an introspective mo- 
ment, Mr. Grennell muses. . . “Il would like 
to work with this gun and cartridge in 
6.5mm, rather than 7mm”. The author 
makes a very valid point. . . the 7BR, from 
a benchrest shooters viewpoint, may turn 
out to be one of those damned-if-you-do; 
damned-if-you-don’t cases. Seems to be 
a little too small for 7mm bore size ... 
make it a bit larger and you have to work 
with the BR “basic” case and to a lot of us 
that have gone that route in the past... 
we’re willing to do it again . . . on the very 
next rainy day in hell. Still, the overall 
length of 1.520” of the BR case does 
allow some additional length for those 
who take seriously (as | do) the 
Palmisano-Pawlak postulate/dictate that 
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a small rifle primer will reliably ignite up to 
an inch and a half of powder column; that 
figure can be increased to up to an inch 
and three quarters of powder column if 
the small primer is providing ignition 
through a small diameter flash hole. The 
6.5 bore size (.264) MAY be a better 
choice than the 7mm bore... but heaven 
only knows ... we've had the gestation 
period of an elephant trying to bring .257 
size benchrest quality bullets into this 
world. ..and we ain’t got em yet. Still... 
life would be dull without something to 
look forward to, something to speculate 
about. . . we’ll probably see match quality 
.257 bullets fairly soon, and .264 bullets 
within the decade. The editor can remem- 
ber Marlin Bassett, a contemporary of 
Dave Hall, in Warsaw, New York, spend- 
ing a couple years out of his life trying to 
get a 6.5mm to shoot, back in the 1967- 
1972 era or thereabouts. 

All of Dean Grennell’s loads reported 
here used the CCI BR-4 primer, and all 
used the Remington 7BR case. 

Three test loads turned up test groups 
under an inch. The smallest group turned 
up was a .608” group, using 32.6 grains of 
748 powder and the Sierra 120 grain bul- 
let (#1900). This load had a velocity of 
2320 f.p.s. Two loadings of the benchrest 
shooters most popular powder, H322, 
turned up the other two groups under the 
inch mark. The 30.9 grain load, together 
with the 100 grain Hornady (#2800) hada 
.727” load, and 2402 f.p.s. velocity. And 
31.6 grains with the same bullet gave 
Dean a .869 group, and 2449 f.p.s. veloci- 
ty. The latter velocity, by the way, was the 
highest velocity he reached in his test- 
ing. 

A thorough testing in a benchrest setup 
of the 7BR, with SG or GTB bullets ...a 
36x scope, fulllength barrel. . . twoounce 
trigger ... what would it turn up???

One of 
the most auccessful waya ia to invite a 
guy to shoot your rifle and coach him a 
bit. If the bug bites, auddenly you have a 
new shooter!!! Club acores go up too. 
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One of the more fraternal aspects of 
“Precision Shooting” is that it provides a 
forum for the viewpoints and opinions of 
its readers, an opportunity to present and 
exchange ideas. This policy has certain 
pitfalls, however. The use of the word 
“Precision” in the title would, perhaps, 
lead one to expect a certain exactness 
and precision in the ideas and opinions 
presented; some requirement that au- 
thors do a bit of research to provide back- 
ground knowledge, an editorial pencil 
sharpened to mark up and send back for 
revision, material obviously at odds with 
the basic scientific principles involved in 
the firearms field. In fact, however, this 
does not seem to be the case. The result 
is publication of material which is unques- 
tionably erroneous, which reiterates false 
and misleading statements published 
long ago in other sources, which extends 
and proliferates errors, misleading and 
misinforming novices taking up the shoot- 
ing sports. There is little reason that this 
situation should exist, in a field where 
there is so much, sound, technical infor- 
mation available, if one will only look for it. 

Some of the ideas presented in recent 
issues of PS are reviewed and discussed, 
below. 


RIFLING TWIST, PEAK POWDER 
PRESSURES AND BULLET 
VELOCITIES 

My library contains some 8 or 10 books 
on ballistics. Not one of them makes any 
mention of the idea that a slower twist will

give higher velocity or lower pressures 
than a faster twist, other factors being 
equal. The idea seems to have originated 
in the early 1930's, in the development of 
the .22 Lovell, where all of the “experts” 
claimed that a 16” twist gave higher ve- 
locity than a 14” twist, because less force 
was required to spin the bullet, thus per- 
mitting larger powder charges, without 
raising pressures. Almost none of the 
“experts”, then, had any means of mea- 
suring velocity and none of them had any 
means of measuring pressure. Velocity 
was often judged by penetration of steel 
plates, pressures were guessed at by 
pontifical study of the appearance of the 
primers, after firing. One of the commer- 
cial companies got interested in the Lovell 
case and produced a couple of test rifles. 
They also ran pressure tests and found 
that some of the loads recommended by 
the “experts” developed pressures of 
more than 55,000 psi, in a thin-walled, 
thin-headed case originally developed for 
black powder. The only thing that saved 
some of the old, single shots chambered 
for the Lovell was the small size of the car- 
tridge and small area of the head. Total 
force on an action was thus limited, 
though pressures were very high. Case 
life was notoriously short. 

Articles by Col. Harrison and others 
have been printed in the “American Rifle- 
man” in years past on this subject. Tests 
of various rifling twists in the military 5.56 
round, using rifling twists from 7 1/2” to 
14”, under controlled, laboratory condi- 
tions, showed less than one percent 
change in pressure and less than that in 
velocity. Anyone familiar with lab work of 
this type knows that 1% is often just 
about the instrument error. 


Harrison worked it out by mathematics. 
When the muzzle velocity is known, the 
twist rate is known and the dimensions, 
weight and shape of the bullet are known, 
it is not difficult to calculate the energy of 
the bullet acting as a flywheel, at the in- 
stant of exit from the muzzle. This energy 
is the same, for practical purposes, as the 
energy required to provide rotational ac- 
celeration as the bullet moves from the 
case through the barrel. Working this en- 
ergy out in foot pounds permits it to be 
compared with muzzle energy and the re- 
sult works out to less than 1%. 

The answers become different when 
the gun is a 16” howitzer, firing a 2100 
pound projectile! 

A few years ago, | was involved in a 
project where it was desired to obtain 
6000 fps from a 45 mmcannon, for certain 
tests. The gun was single shot, with a bar- 
rel 11 feet long and used loose, bagged 
powder. | designed and built the firing 
mechanism, using a Krag case, filled with 
black powder to set off the main charge. 
The firing chamber was separate and 
flange bolted to the barrel, which made it 
possible to make up different chambers. 
There were some interesting problems in 
sealing off the joint to hold the gas pres- 
sures! We reached 5600 fps at 90,000 psi 
with a solid shot and 6000 fps was 
reached using a subcaliber projectile en- 
cased in a sabot. | asked the engineer in 
charge of the project about the effect of ri- 
fling twist on velocity and pressure in this 
cannon. His reply was, “The difference 
from straight rifling to the fastest we 
would use in this gun is under 2%.” 

Smoothbore guns are used in most, 
high velocity work because the forces re- 
quired to engrave the bullet, or driving 
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band, in forcing it through the throat and 
into the rifling, are eliminated. It is the en- 
graving force which raises pressures. Dif- 
ferences in rifling twist have very little ef- 
fect on pressures or velocities, in small 
arms. It is of interest that the German, 
high velocity cannon that shelled Paris 
from 75 miles away, during WW | used 
projectiles where the driving band was 
machined to fit the rifling and they were 
oriented and placed into the rifling, in 
loading. We did the same thing in the 45 
mm cannon. 


EXTERNAL BALLISTICS 

A recent article, extolling the merits of 
the author’s design of a .22 cartridge, 
based on the .243 case compares its per- 
formance with the 6 mm Remington. The 
.22 used a 52 grain bullet at 4135 fps and 
the 6 mm Remington an 85 grain bullet. 
“Most of the shots taken were around the 
400 yard mark, in quite windy conditions; 
the winds were gusting up to 40 m.p.h. 
that day.” “The .22-243 clearly outshot 
the 6 mm Remington—.” 

What is meant by “outshot” is not clear, 
but the inference one would reasonably 
draw, from the mention of the wind, in ad- 
joining sentences, in the same paragraph 
is that the .22 bullet was drifted less by the 
wind. 

Sierra and Hornady both print excellent 
ballistics tables in their reloading hand- 
books. A look at the Sierra handbook 
shows the 52 grain, .224 HPBT bullet has 
a ballistic coefficient of .270. The 85 
grain, .243 spitzer “C” is .390, the 85 
grain, .243 HPBT “C’” is .401. Itis evident 
that the .224 bullet starts off with a handi- 
cap of nearly 50% in ability to retain veloc- 
ity and buck the wind. Further, it will lose 
velocity faster, starting off at 4100 fps, 
because the drag is greater at the higher 
velocity. As a matter of fact, its velocity at 
400 yards is only about 2500 fps. Presum- 
ably, the chuck hunters would avoid 
shooting in the gusts of 40 m.p.h. There- 
fore itis assumed, for purposes of illustra- 
tion, that they shot in an average wind of 
20 m.p.h. The .224 bullet at 4100 fps, 
drifts 28” at 400 yards in a 20 mile wind 
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with the wind at 90 degrees. The 6mm 
Remington will deliver 3300 fps to an 85 
grain bullet. The drift of the spitzer bullet 
at 400 yards in the 20 mile wind is 24”, 
that of the HPBT is 23”. Estimating 28” of 
holdoff at 400 yards requires rather good 
judgement. Further, if the range was esti- 
mated at 400 yards and the shooter held 
off 28”, but the range was actually about 
375 yards, the shooter would miss the 
chuck by several inches. 


CASE SHOULDER SHAPE, 
NECK LENGTHS, GAS FLOW 
AND EROSION 

Another article refers to a “.220 Jay- 
bird”, a cartridge which develops 4135 
fps with 52 grain bullets and “was shoot- 
ing about four tenths at 200 yards”, “has 
a 35 degree shoulder”, and has a “long 
neck”. “By having the 35 degree shoulder 
and the long neck on this cartridge ... 
with the sand blasting and the fire and the 
brimstone that comes out of the case on 
ignition . . . a lot of it is directed off the 35 
degree shoulders in a criss cross pattern 
inside of the case mouth, rather than in- 
side the rifle barrel.” 

| would like to be present, when several, 
consecutive, 10 shot groups are fired at 
200 yards and measure them! “Fire and 
brimstone”!!! Must be using a black pow- 
der, priming charge! “sand blasting”? 
(See later comments.) 

A look at the chapter on gases, in a col- 
lege physics textbook is rather interest- 
ing. Gases differ from solids in the dis- 
tance between molecules. A molecule is 
the smallest, identifiable amount of any 
substance. Molecules in gases are in con- 
stant motion, they have perfect elasticity 
and when they hit and rebound from one 
another, or from a restraining surface, 
they lose no energy. The average velocity 
of the molecules in air is about 1400 fps. 
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Their average travel, before hitting and 
rebounding from another molecule is 
something like 4”. “Pressures exerted by 
gases on the walls of vessels which con- 
tain them are due to the continuous bom- 
bardment of the walls by the gas mole- 
cules. The greater the number of 
molecules, the greater the gas pressure. 
Thus, by pumping more molecules of air 
into acontainer, we increase the pressure 
in the container. An increase in the tem- 
perature of gases causes an accompany- 
ing increase in molecular velocity. Hence 
the hotter the steam in a boiler, the great- 
er the velocity of the steam molecules and 
the greater the pressure.” 

From the above, it would seem like a 
fairly good bet that the molecules in pow- 
der gases, under temperatures of some 
3000 degrees Centigrade and pressures 
of upwards of 50,000 psi must be moving 
at extremely high velocity, and that the re- 
sulting extremely high pressures are 
probably exerted equally in all directions. 
How they can form a “criss cross pattern” 
is most difficult to understand, particular- 
ly in view of the fact that the area of the 
bore must have gas molecules tending to 
drive straight forward. 

The theory seems to be held by most 
shooters that because a cartridge devel- 
ops high muzzle velocity, the gas velocity 
must be very high as it passes through the 
shoulder and neck of the case and into the 
bore. All sorts of case shapes and shoul- 
der angles have been dreamed up in an ef- 
fort to cope with this apparent problem. A 
man named Lagrange studied this prob-

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lem in 1793 and came up with an eminent- 
ly sensible solution, which, basically, is 
still accepted today, though the mathe- 
matics have been refined by studies of 
several others, since then. The following 
is quoted from the chapter titled “The Hy- 
drodynamic Problems of Interior Ballis- 
tics”, from “Theory of the Interior Ballis- 
tics of Guns” by Corner. 

“The “Lagrange approximation” as- 
sumes the velocity of the gas at any in- 
stant increases linearly with distance 
along the bore, from zero at the breech to 
the full shot velocity at the base of the pro- 
jectile.” 

If the barrel of the “.220 Jaybird” is 24” 
long and the bullet exits at 4100 fps, the 
gas velocity at that instant, at the inside 
shoulder of the case, something like 1.25” 
from the inside of the case head, will be 
something like 215 fps. And that 215 fps 
will be the highest velocity the gas reach- 
es at the shoulder. Obviously the gas ve- 
locity at the shoulder is very low as the 
bullet starts and this velocity will vary as 
the ratio of 1.25” to the distance to the 
bullet base times the bullet velocity at any 
instant. 

What is commonly overlooked is that 
the problem is not one of flow, in the 
sense that the shoulder is a restrictionina 
pipeline full of gas, but that the case is the 
end of a reservoir of high pressure gas 
and that the gas is being allowed to ex- 
pand by the forward motion of the bul- 
let. 

It has been scientifically proven, as ref- 
erenced in a previous article | wrote for 
PS, that case shape has almost no effect 
on ballistics. The same amount of the 
same powder, in a case of the same vol- 
ume, with a bullet of the same weight and 
bearing surface will develop the same ve- 
locity and the same pressure in the same 
bore, regardless of case shape, provided 
other factors are constant. There is a 
question if case shape makes any sub- 
stantial difference in accuracy. Shape, it- 
self, probably does not, except that cer- 
tain case volumes may be more 
compatible with certain powder-primer 
combinations. 

Erosion is caused, primarily, by the 
heat and pressure of the powder gases, 
not by gas flow, nor by bullet friction, with 
the exception of a situation where the 
characteristics of bullet and bore are such 
that there is serious, gas leakage past the 
bullet. And, where there is serious gas 
leakage, the erosion is increased by the 
greater temperature produced in the 
steel, by the higher volume of gas flow 
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concentrated in a small area. An example 
of this is the erosion downstream from the 
gas port in gas operated weapons. 

The erosion pattern follows the pres- 
sure curve. The higher the pressure and 
the greater the amount of powder burned, 
relative to bore size, the greater the ero- 
sion. There are differences in the flame 
temperature of propellants. Ball powder 
burns cooler than extruded forms, due 
largely to its chemistry and the outer lay- 
ers of deterrent coatings incorporated to 
tend to make it progressive burning. Dou- 
ble base powders, those incorporating ni- 
troglycerin, develop higher flame temper- 
atures, depending on the percentage of 
nitroglycerin. The early “Cordite” pow- 
der, developed by the British in 1892 was 
58% nitroglycerin and, in the .303, devel- 
oped 2000 fps with a 215 grain bullet. It 
would wear out a .303 barrel in less than 
1000 rounds although pressures were 
probably only in the order of 40,000 
pounds. The Brits soon developed Cord- 
ite M.D., with 30% nitroglycerin and even 
that gave poor barrel life. The usual, ex- 
truded, nitrocellulose powders give much 
longer life than Cordite, but not as long as 
the ball powders. 

Studies of barrel erosion in the U.S. 
were first done by Rodman in the period 
1856-1861. Present, accepted, theories 
of erosion were first developed about 
1912. | have a copy of Ordnance Pam- 
phlet No. 412, dated October, 1912. The 
following, copied from it, explains barrel 
erosion and the cause of the “sand blast- 
ed” appearance of worn barrels at the 
throat and in the first few inches. The ap- 
pearance has also been discribed as 
“alligatoring” and “similar to charred 
wood”. 

“At each discharge of the gun, the 
metal at the surface of the bore is heated 
to a temperature that would cause it, if 
free, to expand much more than it can 
stretch within the elastic limit. (The coeffi- 
cient of expansion of steel is 0.000075 de- 
gree F., and it is evident that the expan- 
sion due to 250 degrees F. is about equal 
to the extension of gun steel at its elastic 
limit.) (Author’s note: Bear in mind they 
are writing of the gun barrel steels used in 
1912.) The free expansion prevented by 
the cold, outer metal, the metal at the bore 
is crushed. When it cools it is held in a 
state of tension by the outer metal. The 
surface more and more assumes a state 
of circumferential tension, and _ finally 
yields by developing cracks.” 

While the major cracks are longitudinal, 
there are also circumferential cracks, pro- 
ducing, after sufficient firing, a checked 
appearance very similar to charred 
wood. 


The normal condition of stress at the 
barrel bore influences erosion. Heat treat- 
ed steel bars, from which rifle barrels are 
made, are in a state of stress. Machining 
and rifling sets up stresses and the direc- 
tion of those stresses varies with the 
method by which rifling is done. It is desir- 
able that the surface of the bore be left 
under compression, as this would result 
in less stress damage to the bore, during 
firing, and give longer life. This can be pro- 
duced by certain methods of heat treat- 
ment and | have heard promising reports 
about work currently being done in this 
field. 

Given a .224” caliber, developing 4100 
fps with a 52 grain bullet, it makes no dif- 
ference if the case be that of the .220 
Swift, with its body and shoulder taper, or 
a large diameter, short bodied, wildcat, 
with an abrupt shoulder, assuming all 
other factors are the same. And, because 
erosion is caused predominantly by heat, 
the use of lubricants is not likely to have 
much effect on barrel life. Undersize bul- 
lets tend to increase erosion. The rate of 
erosion increases with firing, because of 
increased gas leakage by the bullet, be- 
fore the bullet moves far enough to reach 
a bore section which is still bullet diame- 
ter. It should also be kept in mind that bar- 
rel life is highly dependent on the rate of 
fire. Rapid fire and prolonged series of 
shots erodes bores very rapidly. 

| might add that | also have a copy of a 
book, “Surface Stressing of Metals”, in 
which are published a series of papers 
presented to members of The American 
Society for Metals in February of 1946. In- 
cluded is along article by Peter Costing, a 
civilian employee of Watertown Arsenal, 
titled “Progressive Stress-Damage”, 
which is concerned with gun barrel ero- 
sion. This supports and enlarges on the 
basic concept described in Ordnance 
Phamphlet No. 412. 

Dozens, perhaps hundreds of wildcat 
cartridges are probably “designed” each 
year by rifle enthusiasts who believe that 
it is really possible to produce some type 
of better performance by changing case 
shape. In the scientific literature covering 
this field for the past century, there is no 
evidence that this is true. And that scien- 
tific literature is based on laboratory 
tests, made with the best of laboratory 
equipment, at the time of a particular test, 
by investigators who had an understand- 
ing of what type of tests have to be made 
and how many times they must be repeat- 
ed, under controlled conditions, to give 
statistically sound results.
